Gov. Sproul also declared that the development of natural 


resources in the United States is especially desired. That means 
that the Standard Oil and the big financial interests are to be 
given full sway to obtain control of the few remaining resources | 
in the west belonging to the people. 


The Pennsylvania governor also wants a stop to govern- 


mental meddling in the affairs of private business. The steel 
trust, the packers and Standard Oil are annoyed by the inquisi- 
tivcness of government sleuths and Gov. Sproul believes that 
these concerns should be free from any such molestation. 


Everything urged by the Pennsylvania executive in his key- 


note speech of yesterday centered around the dollar'mark. He 
did not give voice to a single humanitarian consideration. If 
the republican party is to go before the people in 1920 simply as 
a Plunderbund there is a chance that the G. 0. P. may not have 
the easy sledding anticipated.

"The beleaguered taxpayer and consumer have had a chance 


recently to see what official peace commissions cost," says Sen- 
itor Capper of Kansas in Capper's Weekly. "The President has 
isked Congress for an additional appropriation of §825,000 to 
finance the expenses of the Paris Commission up to January 1 
next, when it is hoped the treaties with Austria, Hungary, Tur- 
key and Bulgaria will have been negotiated and the mission will 
be back in this country. 


''In asking for this appropriation, the President reported 


the cost of negotiating peace up to July 1 had been $1,250,629. 
The total by the end of the year, the President estimated, would 
be $1,505,706. Congress had provided only for about half of 
this amount; hence the President's request for this additional 
appropriation. 


"An interesting item in this expense bill is $18,721 for 'sub- 


sistence provided for wives.' The commission had received in 
subsistence for themselves 5144,914.03, and in salaries $103,- 
S15.95; in food and hotel supplies, $128,828.10; hire of laundry 
and hotel linens, $31,583.48; heat, light and 'compressed air,' 
$20,038.78, and for their servants at the Hotel Crillon, where 
the mission stayed, $53,345.33. So, perhaps, the item of $18,- 
721 allowed by the mission members for 'subsistence provided 
for wives 'is not unreasonable. Certainly the mission members I ]°_wini? sign painted: 
cannot complain that Uncle Sam is an ungenerous or a parsi- 
monious employer."
